Another Perry Outrage^ 

In noticiifgf^tliS propoaikon oif tho 
Government to issue two ferry charters 
in respect of Dease Lake, wo expressed 
a hope that there might not be % re- 
petition of past ferry charter oiitragos. 
Upon careful enquiry wo have beeomo 
satisfied that to grant the proposed 
charters wouUlbo thegroatest outrage 
yet. Deaso Lake is a long narrow 
«heot of water, about 30 miles long 
«nd areraging about 2 milos iu width, 
and is navigable throughout its outire 
length for atGnniorfl of any roasoiiablo 
draught. It ooustltutes an important 
link iu the highwiij to Ciisaiar. Oa its 
bosom ply a lloet of boats, bearing 
miners and their appliuncos and sup- 
plies to the goal of thoir oipoctatious 
and carrying cargoes of merchandise 
for the traders. There is scarcely an 
hour that « boat is not passing either 
up or down. It seems highly probable 
tl^at some.snterprising party will place 
a^sieiuner 'on lt. Now,let us see what 
is^proposed to be done; A ferry charter 
la taJie granted giving the exclusive 
right to cany paaaengfers, animuls and 
coniifl.bditiea •from the south end of the 
Iftkd'twentj miles up to the mouth of 
Deaiae dreek. A. second charter la to 
be granted for a like purpose in re- 
epebt to a distance of ten or twelve 
inile8( extending from the mouth of 
^^aftM Creek aforesaid to Thibert 
Creek, at tho head of Dease Lake. 
These charters, the reader will observe, 
■will cover the entire Cassiar trade aud 
travel, subjecting that portion passing 
above Dease Creek to twq ferry rates. 
They will give to tho holder or holdera 
a complete monojjly over a highly 
navigable inland lake — among the 
most frequented waterways of the 
countrj-. It is more tban doubtful 
■whether the Government have any 
power to grant a monopoly of tho 
navigation of such a sheet of water; but 
admitting for the sake of argument that 
they have, we contend that to do so 
■would be a gross infringement of com- 
mon rights, of vested interests, of pub- 
lic interests. The objectionable bear- 
ing of these proposed charters would 
have a still further application. There 
is excellent reason to believe that the 
DeLiard will be aa important point of 
attraction and resort during tho ap- 
proaching season. Minerd resorting 
ttt^^^^v^.build themselTeB boats at 
ueiouth end ot the lake, and will 
there take in their supplies and pro- 
ceed up to the DeLiard. Upon these, 
too, •will the hydra monoply pounce! 
To all the foregoing objections, bear- 
ing against the principle and its inevi- 
table effeote, may be superadded an- 
ot&ei dnej— one showing, if possible, 
atill more conclusively the blind 
Incompetency characterising the 
administration of the most impor- 
tant Department.- To grant a mono- 
poly of the navigation of Dease Lake, 
involving all the consequenc.CH already 
pointed out, would surely bo bad 
enough; biit when to all these comes 
to bo added tho extraordinary stipula- 
tion (sot prominently forth in tho of- 
fioiftl-notice) that one trip each xoay shall 
be made every six daj/s,it gives rise to a se- 
rious question as to the sanity <jf Min- 
isters. Men well quulifiod to form a 
correct opinion asburo uithat, if this 
cbuoiiouH mouo])oly bo kept off, al- 
most hourly comnniiiication will be 
maintained next summer, and that, 
too, without any ferry tax whatever, 
but under that open, hftalthy conipo- 
''tition so conducive to low ch.irge.s and 
BO suggofitivo of good treat munt. It 
in surely enough that tlio Cassiar trade 
shall be subject to a toll of two oonts 
a rpound for passing over a tri:i.l HO 
miles iong, without being met on 
Pease'Lake with such a senseloBs and 
SobsWuc'liye monopoly. 



it will be remembered bow tho Local' 
Govornmont inveighed against the Edgar 
proposition to construct a ■\vaggou-roi\d 
and teluRraph lino iu advanoo of tbo ruil- 
way on tbo Mainland. Ou this point Lord 
Ci'rnarvon says: "After oonudering what 
boa been said, I am oloi>inM>ki that they 
Bbould both be proceeded wlib at''once,as 
indeed is suggested by your Mmisters." 
It would, iudoed, brj difficult for Lord 
Garuarvon to bavo wore completely ap- 
proved of tbe policy of the Dominion 
Governmoat and, of course, oonstruotivo- 
1; disapproved of the oourse pursued by 
our own. Taking together Lord Oanwr- 
vou's dospatoh and the Minute of Oonnoil 
adopted by the Dominion Government, it 
will be seen that the h»nds of Canada are 
now freer than ever, tho railway terms 
more indefinite tban before.

Here, then, we have one of the proposals 
of Mr.M«qkeflzie-T-whi<jh Lord Carnarvon 
(riotwithstanillng the sophistry of I\Ir. 
Walkom) declared in lii.s dispatch was 
one of the fair and reasonablo jtroposals 
of tho Cana lian (iovermueut- entirely and 
oompletoly overlooked by his Lordship, 
and also by Mr. Walkem! What is to be 
the result of this omission V Wo are 
bound to abide by Lord Carnarvon's de- 
cision; there is no help for us, because 
Walkem and his Ministry were fools 
enough to place the matter in dispute 
wholly in his Lordsliip'u hands, with a 
carte blanche to do just as ho pleased, 
whilo Mr. Mackenzie distinctly refnsed 
to submit anything beyond tho bare pro- 
position as to whether his Government 
had u t offered to do everything that was 
fair and reasonablo. Mr. Mackenzie know 
too well how littlo deijendouce was to bo 
placed in the decision of Lords who know 
notiiing and caro loss about the details 
olTocting colonists. It was loft for 
a goose like Walkom to bo gnilty 
of such arrant folly. Aud now wo have 
the result! Tho timo of commencement 
on tho mainland is iudeiiuite; tho place of 
commcncomont will be at the coast, pro- 
gressing towards tho mountains; track 
laying will lollow grading, etc., aud, as 
a consciiuoncj, every pound of supplies 
wanted will bo brought in from abroad. 
Our farmers, to tho east of tho Cascado 
Mountains, may mnko up thoir minds 
now that the only benefit they will derive 
from Bail way work under the new terms 
for the next Ave years will bo just what 
they can make out of tho construction of 
tho wagon-road, whernvor that may bo 
located; and who is to blame for this? 
No one but a bunglintr Ministry, com- 
posed of two I\biinlan(lorB and two Is- 
landers. Mr. Wulkem aiulMr. Armstrong 
are the two men who have beea reoreaut 
to their trust — they have permitted this 
gross wrong to our section <.f tho coun- 
try; they have jiut tlio settloment of the 
Terms unconditionally into tho hands of 
a British Lord, forgetting that tho Local 
AsEomblj' passed a resolution that no al- 
teration of the Terms should bo allowed 
without a direst appeal to the people for 
their consent. It is of no use now for 
Walkem's apologists to any hard things 
about Edgar or about jilackenzio not 
moaning to do what Edgar pro[)Oied, for 
Walkem himself knew better than tu 
broach such a subject to dirnarvon. He 
knew it was too thin for a Lord, howovor 
well it might do among British Columbians 
Walkem never expresses a doubt to his 
Lordship but that Mr. Edgar was duly 
and fully accredited by tho Dominion 
Government. Ho did not whine to Car- 
narron about Edgar's consulting promin- 
ent men of tho Ojjpoaitjon such as llel- 
mcken, McOroight and Itobertsou, and 
not confining his enquiries to Ministers 
as ho did to "gaping greenies " on Gov- 
ernment street. No, no. All this was too 
thin, too thin for Downing street, but 
plenty good enough for us. 

Early in September Carnarvon makes 
Walkom accquainted with the fact

lie onlj" undertakes after C'arnarvou's do- 
cifion 13 made known to him— his con- 
stituents and tlio (lonslitnonta of ids j)rin- 
cijial supporters East of the Cascades are 
entirely forgotten. Not a protest— not a 
word in their behalf; and being guilty 
of this piocQ of unparalled perfidy, he 
instructs his orgas, the Standard, to twit 
u.s and crow over us in the following un- 
blushing manner, which it did in its.

"If it should happeu that our Mainland 
friends are left out in the cold in the mat- 
ter of the Railway for some years to como, 
they have only thomsolvoH to blame." *

interchange of mail matter which virtual- 
ly recognizes the oouutriea as one, and 
will he tho means of removing a vast 
amount of annoyance and confusion. 
Hitherto tha rate of postage on letters 
from this country to Canada haa been six 
ceflti per half ounce if prepaid, or ten 
cents if not prepaid, this amount being 
divided between thotwo countries. Under 
the now arrangement each country will 
transport free of ohargs tiie mails receiv- 
ed from the other, eaoh charging for mail 
matter directed to tho other country tho 
eame rates as are ohsrged for delivery 
within its own boundaries, and each re- 
taining the amount of postage collected 
by itself. This is a BSDsible arrangement 
throughout, and we do not doubt will bo 
found to give satisfaction both to tho 
people and the Post Office Department.
